Attorney-General Says Any Action Against Thorn- 
cliffe Meeting Likely to Fail. 



Toronto, Out., .luly 2t>. — Hon. I. R. I.ucas, attor- 
ney-general of Ontario, said yesterda.v afterniKin 
that aii.v prosecution of the Thoriicliffe I’ark Racing 
AssiM-iation, which might Is* attempted hy tin 
government, should the as.sociuti<in proceed with , 
its rac«‘ nit*eti!ig on Saturda.v witliont a license 
from the provincial government, would prohahl.v 
end in failure. “The treasur.v has not accepted the 
money for the racing license,” said Mr. I.uciis, 
"and cannot sa.v what, if any actaon can lie taken 
hy this department that would lie effe<*tive. .\t this 
niomi‘iit it siH'ins that any prosecution would Ik* 
a failure.” 

'This is taken to mean that the government will 
allow the meeting to pro<‘ced as s« liednh-d. 

Manager John S. Rerger says cver.vthing is in 
readiness for the meeting ts'giniiing tomorrow and 
is eoiifident that when the liite arrivals from 
Windsor and other isiints reach here, that close 
to 7<N( horses will Is* available for racing. 

meeting of the horsemen with stables now 
at Windsor, held a meeting receatl.v,” said Mr. 
Rerger, “and went on record as Is ing in favor of 
racing at TliornclifTe, and promised their support, 
regardless of the d<*cision of _ the 'I'lioroilgldired 
1 lors«-nien’s Assis-iation. 'I'liere were over fift.v in 
attendance at the meeting. 'I'liis alone assures us 
that we will have some of the ls*st hors**s in 
training at our track.” 

NO EXTENSION OF CANADIAN RACING. 

Sonieliod.v at Windsor, Out., Tuesday started a 
story »to the efTe<-t that tlie t'anadian government 
had relented and that tin* various racing associa 
tions would lie |ierniitte<l to hold their fall meetings 
in Septemls'r. There is notliing to the rumor. 

“There will Is- no racing in t'anada after the close 
of the Tlioniclifre I’ark me<-ting that ojk-iis in To- 
ronto next Saturday, and the Kenilworth track 
meeting that o|s-ns in IViiidsor next .Monday,” said 
one of the raiiadiaii track olTi<-ials yesterday. 
“After August 1, Is-tting will Is- illegal and will 
<-ontlnne to Is- a violation of the law until the war 
is at an end and until six months later. 

“Thus if the war should end June I next year, 
there would Is- no racing in t'anada until 1919, Is-- 
eaiise six months after June 1 would take the jsis- 
sihle u|s-ning up to Ih-i-emls-r 1. 

“However, there is a eham-e that parliament will 
puss a new racing hill next winter. There is 
already talk to the efTe«-t that the law makers of 
the Dominion have in mind a nieasnn- that will 
|s-rniit racing, with certain restrictions that will 
not i-ut down the sport, hut that will redm-e the 
profits of the asso<-i.-i tions and divert more reveiiis- 
to the government trt-asury.”
